DETROIT—After three meetings of 
the temporary Association of Electric 
Refrigeration Accessory Manufactur- 
ers, plans for forming a new Division 
of National Electrical Manufacturers 
Association (Nema) and adopting a 
supplementary Code of Fair Practice 
to govern the business in refrigeration 
parts, materials, and supplies, were 
abandoned because of the unfavorable 
attitude of the Board of Governors 

of Nema.

Hotel in Detroit, Thursday, Aug. 31, 
1933, at the call of Walter Seeger, 
vice president of Seeger Refrigerator 
Co., St. Paul, Minn., and temporary 
chairman of the group. 

After considerable discussion of the 
situation which the group faced as a 
result of the unexpected action of the 
Nema Board, it appeared that the 
meeting was about equally divided in 
its opinion of a proposal that the or-

ganization be continued regardless of 
the failure to obtain a welcome from 
Nema. A vote was taken and the mo- 
tion was lost by a slight margin. 

Much disappointment was expressed 
by some of the representatives who 
felt that problems of mutual interest 
require a common meeting ground for 
all suppliers of refrigeration products. 
They pointed out that the administra- 
tion of a code of fair practice neces- 
sarily involved a consideration of the 
use and trade channels for a given 
type of equipment rather than the 
materials contained in it. 

Others, whose companies are already 
affliated with one or more trade as- 
sociations, felt that the NRA program 
is sutticiently complicated and expen- 
sive and that another organization 
would simply add to their difficulties. 

A letter was drafted, summarizing 
the activity, as a report to be sent 
to all those who had attended any of 
the meetings, as follows: 

“A meeting of the temporary Asso- 
ciation of Electric Refrigeration Ac- 
cessory Manufacturers was held at 
the Book-Cadillac in Detroit, Thurs- 
day, Aug. 31. Representatives of some 
17 manufacturers attended. 

“This meeting was called for the 
purpose of: (1) Completing a per- 
manent organization (2) considering 
the proposal to become a division of 
National Electrical Manufacturers 
Association (Nema), and (3) to adopt 
a code of fair practice. 

“All previous discussion of this 
association was based on the under- 
standing that Nema would welcome 
this group as a new division and that 
this group could operate under the 
Nema code with a supplementary code 
of fair practice. At this meeting, how- 
ever, we were informed that the 
Board of Governors of Nema, at a 
meeting held Aug. 25, decided that 
Nema could not undertake the respon- 
sibility of administering the code for 
such a widely diversified group of non- 
electrical manufacturers. We were

COOLING FEATURED 
AT BEER EXPOSITION

CLEVELAND, Sept. 5.—Exhibits of 
mechanically refrigerated beer-cooling 
equipment have a dominant place in 
the first annual American Beer Ex- 
position here this week. The exposi- 
tion is portraying the forward steps 
which have been made in beer-dispens- 
ing methods since pre-prohibition days. 

Beer cooling and dispensing equip- 
ment displays comprise about one- 
fourth of the total exhibits, and oc- 
cupy more than one-half of the floor 
space in the allied arts section of the 
exposition in the Cleveland Public 
Auditorium. 

Graphic displays of the most recent 
developments in beer cooling and 
foam control are attracting the most 
attention from those viewing the ex- 
hibits, according to the majority of 
the exhibitors. 

The exposition, which opened Satur- 
day for a week’s run, drew a crowd 
estimated at 68,000 persons in the 
three days of the Labor Day week-end. 

The “world’s largest beer garden,” 
set up on the main floor of the audi- 
torium and covering 18,000 sq. ft. of 
floor space, has a $20,000 floor show 
with such headliners as Mme. Schu- 
mann-Heink, Arthur Pryor’s. band, 
and Bebe Barri’s ballet.

Advises Manufacturers to Pay Costs of 
Advertising Material and Transportation 
Of Defective Merchandise 


BUFFALO—Active cooperation be-

15, 1933. The wholesalers were repre- 
sented by E. M. Graham (chairman), 
H. J. Baitinger and C. B. Peck. The 
manufacturers were represented by H. 
W. Burritt, H. H. Whittingham and 
Louis Ruthenburg. 

The joint committee made the fol- 
lowing recommendations applying to

the Code of Fair Practice of the Re- 

frigeration Division of Nema: 

1. That manufacturers publish price 


lists in accordance with the provisions | 


of the basic Nema Code. 


2. That insofar as possible, manu- 


facturers absorb all costs of advertis- | 


ing material. 

3. That manufacturers absorb all 
transportation costs of defective ma- 
terials during the guarantee period. 

4. That consideration be given to 
some uniform practice regarding the 
trade-in of old electric refrigerators. 

5. That manufacturers, in conjunc- 
tion with the finance companies, ar- 
rive at a minimum down payment, a 
maximum term of payment, and a uni- 
form system of carrying charges. 

It was also recommended that the 
following additions be made to the 
Newa Code: 

1. That no free service be given 
after the expiration of the published 
guarantee period, unless the manfac- 
turer or distributor is at fault. 

2. That on sales of major appliances, 
payment for which extends to a later 
date than that specified under Article 
IV A hereof, a carrying charge should 
be added which is at least equal to 
that charged by the reputable credit 
companies for that class of paper. 

3. That a conditional sales contract 
be required on all sales of major ap- 
pliances except those sold for cash or 
to regularly established accounts, 
whose account is paid in full on due 
date as defined under Article VI A 


hereof. 

4. That no wholesaler sign a com- 
pletion bond for a customer nor in 
any other way perform the function of 
a bonding or insurance company with- 
out an added charge for such a ser- 
vice separately billed at least equiva- 
lent to that charge by the recognized 
company in that business in the par- 
ticular locality in which the whole- 
saler is located.

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DETROIT FINANCIERS 
ACQUIRE COPELAND

MT. CLEMENS, Mich. — Copeland 
Products, Inc., has been purchased in 
its entirety by the Winslow-Baker- 
Meyering Corp. of Detroit, according 
to A. C. Flood, trustee for the 
creditors’ committee which has had 
control of the Copeland company for 
the last several months. 

The deal by which Milton H. Morris 
of Chicago would have gained control 
of Copeland, as reported in the Aug. 
30 issue of ELectric REFRIGERATION 
NEws, was not consummated, Mr. 
Flood declares. 

After leaving on deposit a substan- 
tial check to clinch the sale, the in- 
terests headed by Mr. Morris later 
reneged on some of the stipulations of 
the transaction, states Trustee Flood. 
The deal was declared off, the check 
was returned, and new negotiations 
were begun and eventually concluded 
with the Winslow-Baker-Meyering 
Corp. 

Dallas E. Winslow is president and 
treasurer, L. H. D. Baker, vice presi- 
dent, and J. R. Meyering, vice presi- 
dent and secretary of the corporation 
which now controls Copeland. Mr. 
Meyering was formerly president of 
the Meyering Land Co., and Mr. Baker 
was once vice president of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce. They have 
offices at 1020 Fisher building, Detroit. 

Although the new owners of Cope- 
land have not yet had time to formu- 
late plans and policies for their re- 
cent acquisition, it is understood that 
they intend to operate, rather than 
liquidate, this long-established refrig- 
eration manufacturing concern.

AGREE ON CODE 


Await Approval of 
Nema Board 


And NRA

DETROIT—A Code of Fair Prac- 
tice, designed to eliminate the evils 
and abuses which have crept into the 
electric refrigeration business as a re- 
sult of keen competition and rapid ex- 
pansion, was agreed upon by the man- 
ufacturer-members of the Refrigera- 
tion Division of National Electrical 
Manufacturers Association at a meet- 
ing held in the Book Cadillac Hotel, 
Detroit, Wednesday, August 30. 

The proposed code will be submitted 
to the Board of Governors of Nema 
and, if approved, will then be sub- 
mitted to Deputy Administrator W. L. 
Allen of the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration. After that procedure, it 
must be signed by General Hugh S. 
Johnson and President Roosevelt, to 
become effective. 

The detailed wording of the Code of 
Fair Practice will not be made public 
until it is approved, unless it is re- 
leased previously by the N. R. A. No 
public hearing is required for this sup- 
plementary code. The Nema code 
which covers the fundamental require- 
ments of the N. R. A. has already 
been approved and became effective 
for the entire electric industry, August 
15. 

The purposes of the Supplementary 
Code for electric refrigeration manu- 
facturers are: 

(1) To provide regulations for fair 
competition and the protection of hon- 
est manufacturers, and for such other 
necessary matters as may not be in- 
cluded in the basic Nema Code. 

(2) To facilitate settling members’ 
complaints and disputes under the 
NRA where it may prove possible, be- 
fore having recourse to the Nema or- 
ganization under the basic Nema Code. 

Most important among the consid- 
erations affecting competitive prac- 
tices are regulations covering advertis- 
ing and sales promotion activities. The 
thought controlling the drafting of 
these rules is the desire to prevent the 
use of statements which may mislead 
“the casual or uninformed reader” and 
statements which are derogatory to 
the products or policies of competitors. 

Another section of the proposed code 
deals with terms, including the ele- 
ments of down-payments, trade-in al- 
lowances, carrying charges, and maxi- 
mum period for time-payments. The 
objective in this case is to stabilize 
credit terms and at the same time al- 
low for expanding the market for elec- 
tric refrigerators. Leading finance 
companies were consulted and their 
recommendations were given consider- 
ation before writing this section of the 
code.

Several Small Appliances are Added

MANSFIELD-—-A number of new 
small appliances have been announced 
to the trade by the appliance division 
of the Westinghouse Electric & Mfg. 
Co. 

The new merchandise includes an 
improved food mixer, two new waffle 
irons, two new toasters, three new per- 
colators, an air circulating heater, and, 
a “handy” drier. 

The food mixer includes a number 
of new features. The three speed 
switch, placed conveniently near the 
handle, offers three speeds for l:ght 
or heavy batters or for liquids. The 
juice extractor drive has been rede- 
signed. Beaters when inserted into 
place are locked by means of a safety 
collar device. The supporting column 
for the beater stems turns so that the 
beaters can be swung to any position 
in the bowl. The bowl, on a ball bear- 
ing platform, revolves at will. 

The power unit has been set on a 
larger base area and equipped with 
soft rubber feet, so that it can be used 
on any table or work space without 
fastening or holding it down.

The new toaster model TE-4 is an 
all enclosed model, which feature is 
said to make for a better piece of 
toast (crisp on the outsides, and soft 
in the middle) and more economical 
operation (this model uses a 400-watt 
unit).

Association’s Bid for Nema Membership 
Rejected by Board of Governors 


Complete report of meeting of the temporary Association of 
Electric Refrigeration Accessory Manufacturers. 
Book-Cadillac hotel, Detroit, Mich., Aug. 31, 1933. 


MR. WALTER SEEGER: Gentle- ¢ 
men, we would like first of all to get 
the names of all present and the 
names of your companies. Can we just 
take it verbally or shall we write it 
down? (Written poll taken of those 
present.) 

Now to start this thing off, we are 
confronted with a rather peculiar situ- 
ation in that we have been going 
under the assumption that this group 
might affiliate as an association of 
manufacturers of parts for electric re- 
frigeration, and that it would be ac- 
ceptable to the parent organization of 
Nema to affiliate with them. 

It so happens that the Board of 
Governors met on the 25th of this 
month, and at that meeting considered 
an application that we made to them 
so as to get their expression in the 
matter. The decision was that they 
did not want to assume the responsi- 
bility for a group that might become 
as large and complex as this one, bas- 
ing their opinion on the fact that this 
was not an electrical group. That is 
where we stand today. I think Mr. 
Ruthenburg can better explain that to 
us. He was present at one of those 
meetings. 


MR. RUTHENBURG EXPLAINS 
NEMA’S POINT OF VIEW 


MR. LOUIS RUTHENBURG: I 
think possibly in order to make the 


situation clear, I had better review 
briefly the contact that has existed 
since July 6 as between the Refriger- 
ation Division of Nema and the Ac- 
cessories Manufacturers. Most of you 
will recall that when an industry con- 
ference was called on July 6, a num- 
ber of accessories manufacturers were 
present and asked the opinion of the 
Refrigeration Division of Nema as to 
where they could join in order to come 
under the code in the most effective 
way. 

At that time, I said to the group 
that I thought the first thing they 
should do was to have a meeting of a 
representative number of the acces- 
sories manufacturers and determine 
whether it was the basis for a trade 
association. If that was answered in 
the affirmative, and they desired to af- 
filiate with Nema, I should be very 
glad to present their resolution to 
Nema, let them know the results and 
be very glad to work with them in an 
advisory capacity. 


Cites Disadvantages 


Also, I have been conscious of the 
disadvantages if the group was under 
a different code or a number of di- 
verse codes, because a new maufac- 
turer could go into the refrigeration 
industry and depend on accessories 
manufacturers for all of his manufac- 
turing. 

A resolution was passed at that time

in which it was indicated that the 
group wished to affiliate with Nema. 
That was placed before the managing 
director of Nema on July 12, and he 
answered that, in his opinion, the 
group would be acceptable to Nema 
and indicated that the problem was 
one of working out details with the 
supervisory agency. I immediately di- 
rected my attention to that problem. 

On the 25th of August, a meeting of 
the Board of Governors was held, the 
first since the industry conference. 
Mr. George Mason, President of Kel- 
vinator Corp., is the Refrigeration Di- 
vision representative on the Board of 
Governors. He asked me to attend 
the meeting with him, and said that 
a number of members of the Board of 
Governors objected to the affiliation. 
I said there were disadvantages in any 
other arrangement and felt that Nema 
had been somewhat committed by 
foregoing statement. 


Request for Opinion 


Mr. Mason and I presented the case 
before the Board of Governors as 
forcibly as we knew how, pointing 
out that this was the natural affilia- 
tion, pointing out other factors that 
I have already mentioned, and entered 
a very definite plea that they let us 
know their viewpoint. They adopted 
a resolution that they would place the 
matter before the deputy administra- 
tor, Mr. Allen, who conferred with 
them the following day. I was unable 
to attend that meeting, but Mr. Mason 
was there. 

Mr. Allen expressed a sympathetic 
attitude towards the Board of Gov- 
ernors’ viewpoint. They recognized 
the advantage of the Refrigeration 
Division and the industry as a whole 
of our tentative arrangement; but at 
the same time they have been able to 
negotiate a very broad code, one of 
the first to be signed by the Presidnet. 

The difficulty of negotiating codes is

becoming more apparent every day. 
The result is that the early groups, 
whose codes have been accepted, are 
deluged by applications for member- 
ship; for example, you may have 
noticed in ELEectric REFRIGERATION NEws 
that the radio manufacturers have ap- 
plied. Also, there are the washing ma- 
chine and vacuum cleaner groups, as 
well as countless smaller groups. With 
such a lot of applications, there must 
be some that it will be difficult for 
Nema to administer under the code. 
They feel they must reserve some 
right of choice as to who must come 
into Nema. 


They would like to see this group 
in because of the advantage to the re- 
frigeration industry, but it must be 
admitted that the members of the 
group are not electrical manufacturers 
and they are of such a miscellaneous 
complexion that if they were admitted, 
what reason would we have to deny 
admission of any other miscellaneous 
group? The result would be a very 
large and miscellaneous group. I asked 
them in placing the matter before 
Deputy Administrator Allen, to ask 
him what his recommendation would 
be as to the affiliation of this group, 
but I think he did not get the whole 
picture because his recommendation 
was not clear. 


Desires to Cooperate 


That brings us up to this point. I 
want to emphasize this fact: The Re- 
frigeration Division of Nema is en- 
tirely sympathetic and wants to co- 
operate to the fullest extent, and that 
will continue to be true regardless of 
the ultimate arrangement. 

Now, where do we go from here? 
After talking with Mr. Seeger, this is 
my suggestion: First, that this group 
be canvassed to determine if the in- 
dividual companies can classify into 
existing trade associations. Next, if 
they are not able to so classify, it may 
be that we will split up into a num- 
ber of associations. If the trade as- 
sociations with whom we might nor- 
mally affiliate have not yet negotiated 
codes, or are not in a position to do 
so, then individual companies so af- 
fected can sign the President’s agree- 
ment for temporary use with individu- 
al modifications. 


Immediate Organization 


If there is still the basis for a trade 
association of accessories manufac- 
turers, I would suggest that you im- 
mediately organize such an associa- 
tion, elect a permanent chairman, ap- 
point two committees, one to draw up 
a constitution and by-laws and the 
other to contact with the administra- 
tion in Washington immediately to de- 
termine what code the association 
should fall under. I shall be glad to 
cooperate if you reach that latter 
point by making an appointment with 
Deputy Administrator Allen. The ma- 
chinery for making that appointment 
is already existent. 


OFFICIALS CITE OTHER 
ASSOCIATION CONNECTIONS 


MR. SEEGER: I think Mr. Ruth- 
enburg has explained this very clear- 
ly, and I want to say for the refriger- 
ation group of Nema that I know thev 
are in favor of having this group af- 
filiated with Nema and regret it isn’t 
possible at this time. The suggestion 
of Mr. Ruthenburg’s of taking a poll 
I think had better be done now. I 
will start with myself. 

There are two associations in which 
the Seeger Refrigerator Co. can be 
affiliated. In fact, we have already af- 
filiated with them, one being the Com- 
mercial Refrigeration group and the 
other the Beer Dispensing Manufac- 
turers Association. Our position is 
quite clear to us that we would come 
under both of those, and it is happens 
that both are operating on virtually 
identical codes. 

MR. A. F. KNOBLOCK (Bundy 
Tubing Co., Detroit): The Bundy Tub- 
ing Co., is already signed up with the 
Automotive Parts Association which 
covers the bulk of our products. Their 
code has not as yet been approved, but 
is pending. We, however, desire if this 
organization is formed, to become a 
part of it. 


‘Should Be with Nema’ 


MR. A. L. CLARK (Rex Mfg. Co., 
Connersville, Ind.): I believe our only 
place is with the National Refrigera- 
tor Manufacturers Association. Mr. 
Seeger, you spoke of a Beer Dispens- 
ing Equipment Association; what about 
cabinets? 

MR. SEEGER: I think we will be 
under some cabinet code too. 

MR. S. E. SKINNER (Ternstedt 
Mfg. Co., Detroit): Ternstedt is al- 
ready signed up with the Automotive 
Parts Association, and that is the bulk 
of our business. The only connection 
we have with the refrigeration in- 
dustry is the hardware we manufac- 
ture for Frigidaire, which is an ex- 
terior part and an entirely finished 
product. I am here today to find out 
where we do belong. I question, how- 
ever, whether we belong to this group. 


Affiliation Undecided 
MR. A. F. SCHABACKER (Erie Art 


Metal Co., Erie Pa.): We have to find 
a code also, and I want to know 
where we belong. I imagine we will 
have to go into this group, but ques- 
tion if it won’t be necessary to get 
into some organization such as the 
Pressed Metal Institute. That has 
nothing to do with refrigeration, but 
it is the bulk of our business. We 
build refrigerator cabinets. 

Then there’s another group which 
has just recently come out, the Fabri- 
cated Metal Parts Association. It is 
possible that we might have to belong 
to that group, and I would like to get 
the opinion of the other cabinet manu- 
facturers here. 

MR. A. L. WURL (Mayson Mfg. Co., 
Detroit): Our business is 75% jobbing 
machine work with the refrigeration 
trade and I don’t know of any code 
we can fit into, unless possibly this 
Fabricated Metal Parts Association. 

MR. CHARLES M. LEE (Wood 
Conversion Co., Cloquet, Minn.): The 
Wood Conversion Co., are forced to 
come under four codes—lumber, wall- 
board, flexible insulation, and pulp 
paper. We are merely trying to find 
out whether we fit into this organiza- 
tion or not. About 50% of last year’s 
business was with the refrigerator 
manufacturers. We shall just have to 
mark time. 


Explains New Organization 


MR. T. W. KUHN (Bohn Aluminum 
& Brass Corp., Detroit): The two 
products that we manufacture for elec- 
tric refrigeration are brass forgings, 
valves and fittings. As far as brass 
forgings are concerned, we come under 
the Fabricated Metal Products Fed- 
eration. This is an organization that 
has been set up in its entirety by one 
of the administrators in Wash’ agton, 
Mr. King. He did it to save himself 
a lot of work and the country a lot 
of expense. 

The basic code is set up for any 
manufacturer of metal products who 
has not come under another code. It 
is open to any association, any group 
of manufacturers who are making 
fabricated metal products. We went in 
as an association. The basic code in 
a brief way covers competitive prac- 
tices, but covers in detail wages and 
hours of work. 

We, as a brass forging group, when 
we made application, submitted a sup- 
plementary code to the basic code out- 
lining in great detail fair practices 
we deemed necessary, meanwhile ac- 
cepting the basic code. We also are 
making application for valves and fit- 
tings the same way. So we have no 
need for another code or to become 
a part of this group, but we thought 
we would see what was decided here. 


Already with One Group 


MR. W. M. WHELAN (Truscon 
Steel Co., Youngstown, Ohio): Truscon 
Steel could come under several groups. 
The Pressed Metal Institute is the one 
we are operating under right now. 
There is a question in our minds 
whether we should not belong to a 
refrigeration group of some kind. We 
are here to find out whether we should 
belong to this refrigeration group. 

MR. SEYMOUR FRANKLIN (De- 
troit Paper Products Co.): We're in 
the corrugated box business. We have 
organized under the President’s code, 
and want to find out if we are eligible 
for this code. 

MR. E. C. RANEY (Automatic Re- 
closing Circuit Breaker Co., Colum- 
bus, Ohio): We are operating under 
the President’s blanket code so far 
and want to find out what this group 
is doing before we join any other. Our 
product is very largely thermostatic 
control for refrigerators. I think we 
could come under the refrigeration 
manufacturing group. 


Could Join Other Group 


MR. H. C. LEONARD (Winters & 
Crampton, Grandville, Mich.): Our pro- 
duction is 99% refrigerator hardware, 
and of course the electric refrigera- 
tors take the bulk of that. But we 
could join the Fabricated Metals group 
and we are operating on that basis, 
although we haven’t signed up as yet. 
We wanted to know if this group 
would be formed instead. 

MR. J. W. HATCH (Bush Mfg. Co., 
Hartford, Conn.): The finned coii 
manufacturers and the condenser 
manufacturers are already organized 
with the Association of Extended Sur- 
face Manufacturers, and have a con- 
stitution and by-laws drawn up. They 
have also drawn up a code and could 
fit very nicely with the Fabricated 
Metals general code. Our original idea, 
of course, was to go into this associa- 
tion and submit to the Nema. 


Insulation Associations 


MR. HARVEY LINDSAY (Dry-Zero 
Corp., Chicago): There are in the in- 
sulation fleld several associations be- 
ing formed. One is the hard board 
structural group, then there is the 
flexible group. I don’t know how far 
this second group has gotten; I was 
at their last meeting, but was the 
only one there. Actually, we do not 
make flexible insulation. Eighty per 
cent of our business was in the refrig- 
eration industry last year. This was 
slab insulation. That was the reason

Accessories Men Name Other Groups 


With Which They Might Affiliate 


(Continued from Page 8, Column 5) 
why we wanted to come under Nema. 
But now we feel more or less astray. 
I would like to inquire what the Na- 
tional Refrigerator Manufacturers’ 
Association is. 

MR. SEEGER: That’s a household 
ice box group. They will undoubtedly 
be extended to take in cabinets for 
electric refrigerators as well as ice, 
but are now largely ice men. 


Under President’s Code 


MR. LINDSAY: I can’t help but feel 
that there are two divisions—cabinets 
and machines. Cabinet manufacturers 
are more related to us than finned 
coil men. But as I see it, we have no 
logical place to go. We are now oper- 
ating under the President’s code. 

MR. R. W. KRITZER (Peerless Ice 
Machine Co., Chicago.): I believe we 
have gone at it wrong from the start. 
We have been working from the top 
down instedd of from the bottom up. 
We are trying to form a blanket or- 
ganization for everyone, but the only 
right way is for the finned coil manu- 
facturers, etc., to get together with 
their competitors and form a finned 
coil group. The finned coil group has 
formed their own association. Now 
it’s just a question as to where we'll 
connect up with a large association. 


Seeking Correct Division 


MR. P. FRED LESLIE (Liquid 
Cooler Corp., Detroit): We manufac- 
ture water and beverage coolers adapted 
for mechanical refrigeration only. We 
belong to the electric refrigeration in- 
dustry, but there is no real division 
we can join. We are operating under 
the President’s code now. Whether we 
belong to the finned coil or manufac- 
turers of low-sides is a question. If 
there is a division we can fit into, we 
shall be glad to join in. 

MR. MORRILL DUNN (McCord 
Radiator & Mfg. Co., Detroit): We be- 
long to the Automotive Parts and 
Equipment Association. The great bulk 
of our business is with the automobile 
companies; but we do feel we should 
be affiliated with some association in 
the refrigeration industry because the 
contacts and connections of the in- 
dustry are so different from the auto- 
mobile industry. We have started in 
the Extended Surface Manufacturers 
group and are quite willing to go along 
with that or any other plan that will 
get us linked with the refrigeration 
industry in general. 


‘No Place to Light’ 


MR. SEEGER: From this poll it 
woud seem that there are three firms 
represented here in the group that 
apparently have no place to light. 
They are quite in the minority. I hesi- 
tate to presume what those three 
should do, but I will say it looks to 
me as though this association were 
for no purpose whatever, as an asso- 
ciation. 

MR. KNOBLOCK: Did Mr. Allen in- 
dicate that the government will be 
satisfied if a plant in the majority of 
whose products are automotive, op- 
erates under the Automotive Parts As- 
sociation? 

VOICE: The Automotive Parts code 
is patterned very closely after the 
Nema code. 


No Decision Made 


MR. RUTHENBURG: No decision 
has been made. I had put it on the 
agenda for discussion at the Board of 
Governors meeting; and while that 
question has been asked every day, 
no decision has been reached. 

The Board of Governors has been 
asked to enter a formal request for a 
decision, so we will have one. But I 
think a plant should go the way of the 
predominating code. 

MR. KNOBLOCK: I am sure that 
every man is here to accomplish the 
Government’s wish now to cover his 
company’s production by the proper 
association and code. 


RECOMMENDS METAL GROUP 
TO COIL COMPANIES 


MR. SEEGER: I think you're very 
right in that. 

I have a copy here of the Fabri- 
cated Metal Products Federation basic 
code that’s been submitted to Wash- 
ington, and in this printed copy they 
have the roster of attendance at a 
meeting held August 10. As has been 
said here, there is quite a group of 
various associations represented, all 
the way from wire screen manufactur- 
ers to coat and hat hanger manufac- 
turers. : 

It looks to me as though the Fabri- 
cated Metal Products Federation is 
willing and desirous of taking into 
it all metal products groups and they 
have so indicated that to me through 
another association with which we're 
affiliated. To the Extended Surface 
fellows, I think you actually belong 
there. 

At the first meeting that was held 
by this group, there were a lot of dif- 
ferent faces than we have today, and 
there were still different faces at the 
second meeting. That was an indica- 


tion at that time that maybe we were 
just flying around not knowing what 
to do. The poll we have taken indi- 
cates that, with the exception of three 
firms, you are at the present time well 
taken care of, and it’s not for your 
Temporary Chairman to say whether 
or not you want a permanent organi- 
zation. That is up to you fellows. I 
am acting purely as a_ temporary 
chairman and want that understood. 

Have you anything to say about this 
Mr. Cockrell? What is your opinion? 

MR. F. M. COCKRELL (ELEctTric 
REFRIGERATION NEWS, Detroit): No. 
Nothing to say at this time. 


Explains Code 


MR. KUHN (Bohn Aluminum & 
Brass Corp., Detroit): I wonder if you 
are entirely familiar with the Fabri- 
cated Metal Products Code. It isn’t 
necessary to be a-member of an as- 
sociation to sign up under this basic 
code. You, as a company, could sign 
up under this code and then later in 
case your competition wanted to get 
together and form an association and 
submit a supplementary code for fair 
practices to the basic code, it could 
do so. 

This would have nothing to do with 
hours and rate of pay. You could 
sign today as a company and later be- 
come part of an association, still using 
this basic code, but submitting a sup- 
plementary code. Also, you are priv- 
ileged to break away from this group 
on thirty-days’ written notice if you 
want to become part of another group. 

MR. SEEGER: Do you know wheth- 
er or not this code has been accepted? 


Labor Exemptions Allowed 


MR. KUHN: The code has not yet 
been accepted, but exemptions have 
been allowed as far as labor is con- 
cerned. That is the most important 
thing today anyway. But the hearings 
have not been set for the acceptance 
of the code. Mr. Kimball,I believe, is 
secretary of the association. 

MR. KNOBLOCK: May I ask, Mr. 
Chairman, whether or not the Blue 
Eagle is being issued without the code 
being accepted? 

VOICE: Yes, you can sign the 
blanket code and there is a standard 
clause you attach, stating that certain 
exemptions have been allowed. 

SECOND VOICE: You can get the 
Blue Eagle under the blanket code 
with exceptions for labor and hours. 

THIRD VOICE: What are the hours 
and rate of pay allowed by the Fab- 
ricated Metal Products Federation 
code? 


$15 Minimum Weekly Wage 

MR. KUHN: The rate is 35 cents 
per hour witha minimum weekly wage 
in large cities of $15. I have a copy of 
their code here. May I read it? It is 
quite short. (Reads paragraphs from 
code.) 

MR. KRITZER: It seems that our 
troubles today date back to 1929 when 
the ice machine companies joined 
Nema. Do you think we can break 
away from Nema? 

MR. RUTHENBURG: As far as the 
Refrigeration Division of Nema is 
concerned, I don’t think there is a 
chance of breaking away from Nema; 
because I don’t think any other trade 
group is as far along as Nema is, and 
I haven't read any code as favorable 
to an industry as the Nema code 


Code Similar to Nema’s 

MR. KNOBLOCK: .I would like to 
ask this question: Mr. Allen, having 
recognized the issue of the refrigera- 
tion parts manufacturers desiring to 
associate with Nema, and the Board of 
Governors having decided as they have, 
would he be willing that we form an as 
sociation and that we draw up a code 
practically like the Nema code? 

MR. RUTHENBURG Mr Allen 
alone could answer that 

MR. SEEGER: If that were pos 
sible, then it would be a decided ad- 
vantage to this group so to do. If 
we break up and disband without 
meeting that issue, we may lose a 
possible advantage that may accrue 
if we do associate. 


“LINDSAY GIVES SUMMATION 
OF POSSIBLE PROCEDURES 


MR. LINDSAY: The question here 
seems to be: First, we might give up 
the ghost after lunch. Next, we might 
organize definitely at no cost, with 
the reserve purpose in mind that it 
might become very useful to us to 
have a machine to use if we need it, 
and not have to go through other 
meetings It might be useful and 
would do no harm. On the other hand, 
it may not be worthwhile. Also, we 
should decide if we could operate un- 
officially under the Nema code as Mr 
Knoblock suggests. 

MR. SEEGER: We might take a 
poll as to whether or not you prefer 
to operate under the Nema code. 


Organization’s Advantages 


MR. RUTHENBURG: I have had 
this thought in mind, that there might

be sufficient advantage to this group 
to justify an organization of a trade 
association which might be tempor- 
ary, regardess of your ultimate affilia- 
tion under the NRA. There would be 
this problem, to canvass as to what, 
if anything, could be done to bring 
you under one code. There might be 
a sufficient number of common prob- 
lems to warrant the continuance of a 
trade association even though its mem- 
bers were under several different 
codes, because there are common prob- 
lems, common to the industry. I sug- 
gest possibly you might serve your 
interests by organizing an association 
for the purpose of discussing with Mr. 
Allen whether or not you can come 
under the code, and continue the as- 
sociation, if needed. 

MR. LINDSAY: There is almost no 
tie between the men represented in 
this group except the tie of use. There 
are other problems involved, too. Ap- 
parently the cost of operating under 
Nema, should we be placed there, 
would be pretty high. 

MR. RUTHENBURG: Probably less 
than in any other trade association. I 
have compared Nema with other trade 
associations, and it usually works out 
to the advantage of Nema. 


SAYS VARIOUS GROUPS MAY 
CONGEAL IN FUTURE 


MR. COCKRELL: Mr. Chairman, I 
would just like to suggest that you 
have a situation with these various as- 
sociations; namely, the Refrigeration 
Division of Nema, the Ice Box Manu- 
facturers Association, the Commercial 
Refrigerator Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, the Refrigerating Machinery As- 
sociation, and the Accessories Manu- 
facturers represented here. It seems in- 
evitable that at some future time there 
will be some congealing of these groups 
with their related interests. Right now, 
I think the NRA activity tends to pre- 
vent that association of groups rather 
than to help it. But the refrigeration 
industry is gradually taking shape as 
a big industry. The progress has been 
very rapid, especially during the last 
few years. 


Effective Association 


It has only been in the last couple 
of years that the electric refrigera- 
tion group has formed an effective as- 
sociation. They went into Nema large- 
ly because of their inability to har- 
monize their differences and it was 
suggested they get into a going con- 
cern. That seemed to be a very de- 
sirable thing to do at the time. 

With the advent of NRA, there has 
been a further advantage to the Re- 
frigeration Division in belonging to 
Nema, because Nema is established. 
All of that has operated to fix the 
thing as it is—the Refrigeration Group 
of Nema. 


Indeyendent Group Likely 
Formerly the Refrigeration Division 
had eight or ten, and later, twelve 
members. Now the membership is 
about doubled, and you now have an 
entirely new set of interests, not so 
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closely related to the electrical in- 
dustry. I am not at all sure the Nema 
division will hold, because as more 
members come in, they may get more 
arguments in favor of forming an in- 
dependent association. There are some 
half dozen groups that certainly have 
a lot of related interests. 

It might be worthwhile to maintain 
some tentative, loose-jointed organiza- 
tion at no cost, just to provide a basis 
for getting together, when, as, and if 
necessary. If it is not necessary in 
connection with the code, simply for- 
get that part. You may find, with the 
shifting of codes and the Govern- 
ment’s attitude toward the situation, 
that you can then come back together 
later with a new advantage. 


Automotive Association 


MR. LINDSAY: Isn’t the automotive 
parts code parallel to this group we 
may form? Would the automotive 
parts group give us an idea about 
their association? , 

MR. DUNN: This code pertains to 
automotive parts only. 

MR. LINDSAY: In order to have a 
representative code, it must be repre- 
sentative of the industry or a group. 
The finned coil people have shown 
unanimity of action. The rest of us 
cannot have such unanimity of action. 
Taking the group as a whole, we are 
sufficiently representative to secure a 
code? 

MR. SEEGER: Mr. Knoblock, re- 
garding the Automotive Association, 
does the automobile trade consume 
the majority of the members’ produc- 
tion? 

MR. KNOBLOCK: Yes. 

MR. SEEGER: In that respect, it 
differs from this group. A minor part 
of our business comes into the refrig- 
eration group, in most cases. 


Organizations Have Own Codes 


MR. KUHN: I believe the principle 
reason why they have such a strong 
group is because they have been or- 
ganized for quite some time. 

MR. SEEGER: Am I right in this, 
that the Automotive Accessories group 
are in no way connected with the 
automotive code? 

MR. KUHN: Right. They have their 
own separate code. 

MR. SEEGER: The question of 
whether a permanent organization 
should be formed can be discussed 
now to bring it to a head. 

MR. LEONARD: One more ques- 
tion: What caused the automotive 
parts industry to get together in the 
first place if they were not competi- 
tors? ; 


Associations Have Merged 


MR. KNOBLOCK: There were two 
associations previously formed which 
have been amalgamated into this one, 
with additional non-members added. 
The Standard Parts Association was 
one, and the other was the Automo- 
tive Motor and Equipment Associa- 
tion. The latter of the two determined 
the matter of space at the Automobile 
Show, and had other affiliated inter- 
ests. 

MR. COCKRELL: Wouldn’t it be 
worth while to discuss what good the 
Refrigeration Accessories Association 
would be if the matter of hours and 
wages were out of the way? 


~ LINDSAY SUGGESTS PARTS 
GROUP BE DIVIDED 


MR. LINDSAY: I should think if 
we could form an association with the 
distinct intention of having two divi- 
sions, one machine accessories. call it 
what you please, and the other the 
box and bor accessories, we might be 
organizing something that would work 

MR. SEEGER: What would you 
want them to do’ 

MR. LINDSAY: The proposition is 
to organize under a code which would 
permit two things: First, basic code 
conditions satsfactory to all of us: 
second point. that of division so that 
we could therebv get the benefit of 
supplemental codes for each division 
which will hold down on fly-by-nights 
bad ethics, bad advertising, mislead- 
ing the public, etc. Then we would 
have a machine that we could use. 
That is the reason for forming such 
an association 

MR. KRITZER: Mr. Cockrell’s ques- 
tion was pertinent. What about other 
advantages? I believe those advant- 
ages can only come from closelv as- 
sociated grouns of direct competitors 

MR. COCKRELL: Have you any 
com netitive problems? 

MR. KRITZER: If vou have com- 
netitors. get them into vour group 
Everv grouvn will slide in eventually. 

MR. LINDSAY: The only purnose 
of forming an association is to gather 
together small groups 


Disapproves of ‘Mixed Crowd’ 


MR. LFONARD: There are two 
points in this code business: One is 
wages and one is prices. Each indus- 
trv wil! have to determine its own 
costs. Tf von have a mixed crowd, you 
can't do this. It would seem logical 
for each industry to line up under 


a general code. 

MR. KRITZER: Where do we want 
to go? Most of us don’t know. 

MR. LINDSAY: I have made a 
suggestion, that we might find it use- 
ful to organize, even though we might 
disband next week or month or year. 
I think we should come to a conclu- 
sion. 

MR. KRITZER: I believe each 
group should form with its competi- 
tors, right along, and later perhaps 
if it is indicated that we should join 
in a larger group, do it. 

VOICE: I believe we have abso- 
lutely nothing in common, that is the 
cabinet and machine manufacturers, 
but an interest in NRA. 


TO JOIN METALS GROUP 


MR. SEEGER: Mr. Kritzer, you have 
rather suggested that somebody tell 
you what to do and where to go. I 
rather take it you expect me as Tem- 
porary Chairman to do so, and if so, 
I don’t know. I do believe, however, 
that from a production viewpoint, the 
Extended Surface fellows belong under 
the Fabricated Metals group and could 
well make application for a code as 
you have it drawn up. 


Names Codes Accepted 


Mr. Ruthenburg last night wired to 
Washington for information as to the 
codes that have so far been signed 
and accepted. The answer has been 
received and they are as follows: Au- 
tomobile, coal, cloak and suit, cotton 
textile, electrical, corset and brassiere, 
fishing tackle, hosiery, lace manufac- 
turing, lumber and timber, men’s 
clothing, petroleum, photographic 
manufacturing, shipbuilding and _ re- 
pairing, steel and iron, theatrical, 
wool textile, cordage and twine (op- 
erated under part of the cotton tex- 
tile code). 


Other Codes Being Considered 

Can you find where you go, with 
the exception of Nema, among all the 
codes mentioned? Apparently all other 
codes under which we might properly 
affiliate are still being considered by 
the authorities in Washington. 

It has been stated here that if you 
are just “hard up” for a code you can 
accept the Fabricated Metal Products 
Federation code and then light, later 
on, into an association to which your 
business more closely affiliates. 

That part of it being off my should- 
ers—to tell you where to go—it brings 
me to the question as to whether or 
not this group really wants an asso- 
ciation for purposes of information. I 
question that they do from the re- 
marks that have been given around 
this table. 


Information Will Be Available 


I think that information can be giv- 
en to those who have indicated their 
desire to get such information, or 
that will indicate it later, and I think 
I could safely say that in some man- 
ner we can get information to you. I 
will take it on myself if need be. 
Whether that information would be 
old or of any value, I couldn’t say, 
but we will do the best we can, so 
that if the time comes later on that 
an association of manufacturers shouid 
be formed along the line of use in- 
stead of products, we would at least 
know the companies that would prop- 
erly affiliate under it. 


The Use Standpoint 

I have expressed again a personal 
opinion; and I think this NRA propo- 
sition will develop sometime soon to 
where it is affiliated from a use stand- 
point, rather than from a _ product 
standpoint. If so, we will need a 
group such as this, very largely ex- 
panded. It would take in all of the 
electric refrigeration divisions. 

I don’t know whether I am making 
myself clear to you, but as I think 
this all over, I think it’s just for no 
purpose, except to get information to 
you at later dates if the occasion may 
require. If you want to form a per- 
manent organization for that, fine. If 
you want to disband, its O.K., too. 
This is of course just my personal 
opinion. 

MR. KRITZER: I don’t see any ad- 
vantage in forming an association 


ADVOCATES CONTINUANCE 
: OF ASSOCIATION 


MR. HATCH: It seems pretty well 
agreed that if there is any possibility 
of getting a code accepted that it 
would be worthwhile, and I think ev- 
erybody would be interested in their 
group, having a supplemental code 
under that. As long as we have gone 
this far, why shouldn’t we continue 
as an active temporary organization 
and find out if that could be ac- 
complished, and if any expense is in- 
volved. I think we should take a vote 
on that actual supposition. 

MR. SEEGER: Do you want to put 
it in the form of a motion, or shall 
we discuss it further? 

VOICE: I think it should be dis- 
cussed specifically. 

MR. SEEGER: Please state it again 


Explains Proposal 
MR. HATCH: The association, as I 
understand it now, is absolutely tem- 
porary, and there is a temporary ex- 


ecutive committee that has had no in- 
structions. I propose that we instruct 
the committee to contact Administra- 
tor Allen and find out whether or not 
a code for this group, on the lines of 
the Nema code, would be acceptable to 
the Administration. If so, members 
could draw up supplemental codes. We 
would be better off if this association 
could get a code on the basis of the 
Nema code. 

MR. KUHN: What are the disad- 
vantages of the Fabricated Metal 
Products Federation? What does Nema 
offer that this doesn’t? What wage 
scale does it offer? 

VOICE: A lower wage scale, for 
one thing. 

VOICE: Thirty-two cents is the min- 
imum. There are no restrictions as to 
overtime provisions, providing an 
emergency condition exists. 

MR. KRITZER: I’m strong for the 
Fabricated Metal code because it only 
costs 10 cents a man to belong to it. 


Mr. Clark’s Problem 


W. R. CLARK (Liquid Cooler Corp., 
Detroit): What’s going to be the at- 
titude of the administrators toward a 
company excluded from the Nema 
which has no group to associate with? 
If we decide here not to form an as- 
sociation and some of us are clearly 
identified with the refrigeration in- 
dustry, and yet are excluded from 
Nema, we can sign the President’s 
code but we won’t have any affilia- 
tion with the major groups. What’s 
the future of such companies? It was 
our understanding that the reason for 
this discussion was because some kind 
of code will be desirable or obliga- 
tory. 


Must Sign a Code 


MR. SEEGER: It’s my personal 
opinion from reading the law back of 
the codes that you could adopt Nema’s 
code and operate thereunder and con- 
tinue to operate under that, truthfully 
doing so, until an objection has been 
filed against some move on your part. 
Nema could, if they so desired, insist 
on your supporting the Nema organi- 
zation in the same proportion that 
members do. At the same time, you 
would be out of the association. 

MR. RUTHENBURG: I think not. 
I think the choice lies between com- 
ing under the code of the association 
of which you are a member or of 
signing the President’s code until you 
can find a suitable association. One 
theory of the administration is that 
no one can be under the code unless 
he is subject to police power; and un- 
less he becomes part of the trade as- 
sociation, he is not under police power, 
unless he is under the blanket code. 
So, unless you can find a trade asso- 
ciation that will suit you, you must 
sign the President’s code. 

VOICE: Some kind of an association 
and code are required eventually? 


Economic Pressure Increasing 


MR. RUTHENBURG: Yes. Any 
manufacturer that has not yet quali- 
fied for the Blue Eagle is probably 
making a mistake, because the eco- 
nomic pressure is increasing. 

MR. W. R. CLARK: It would be to 
our advantage to form an association, 
temporary or otherwise, because al- 
though we have different interests, 
we must eventually anchor someplace. 

VOICE: How many can anchor? 

MR. SEEGER: Apparently, all but 
three of you. 

MR. KRITZER: Why not wait a 
few months and take our pick of 
codes? It won’t do me any good to be 
in an association unless it includes 
my competitors, 


RUTHENBURG SAYS ECONOMY 
IS NOT THE ONLY FACTOR 


MR. RUTHENBURG: One thing 
that I may clarify is this. I shouldn't 
let the factor of economy guide me 
too far. Under any code you are mak- 
ing certain concessions to the welfare 
of the country by increasing employ- 
ment, reducing hours, and raising 
wages. What do you get in return? 
The major advantage is the ability to 
belong with a group of your competi- 
tors of which the majority control the 
practices of the industry. 

Under this law. they have the abil- 
ity in an association of that kind, to 
force members not to sell below cost 
I shouldn’t let the desire to get under 
a code and display the Blue Eagle 
blind me to the fact that you may 
be giving a great deal without getting 
something in return. The only way you 
can get anything in return is to be- 
long to a sound, well-managed trade 
association by which you can get the 
advantages the Government offers you. 

MR. SEEGER: Taking your com- 
pany there, you have signified that 
there is no association with which 
vou can affiliate. The bulk of your 
business. as I understand it, is in the 
electrical equipment field. 

MR. W. R. CLARK: Practically 100 
per cent. 


Eligible for Nema 


MR. RUTHENBURG: Any manu- 
facturer of electrical controls is elig- 
ible to membership under a division 
of Nema. On coolers, you probably 
belong in Mr. Hatch’s group. Mr. 
Hatch’s organization covers evapora- 
tors, but purely commercial evapora- 
tors. 


MR. LINDSAY: Too bad we haven't 


| 
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a refrigeration group. What we'll have 
to do now is to form a permanent or- 
ganization, a temporary organization, 
or disband. 

MR. HATCH: I make a motion we 
continue this organization as a tempor- 
ary organization for the time being, 
until we can get the information we 
want. 

VOICE: Second the motion. 

MR. SEEGER: The motion is open 
for discussion. 


Expense Involved 


MR. KRITZER: What expenses are 
involved? Somebody has got to pay 
for this. You will propose some action 
in Washington and we just can’t write 
down there without some expense to 
it. There will be some expenses in- 
volved in this and I’m not willing to 
share such expenses. 

MR. ANSTED: (Rex Mfg. Co., Con- 
nersville, Ind.): Our only common in- 
terest is what code we’re going to 
operate under. The Fabricated Metals 
code has not been approved. It has a 
35 cents an hour rate, and my personal 
opinion is that this won’t be approved. 


MOTION FOR CONTINUANCE 
OF ASSOCIATION LOSES 


MR. SEEGER: Some temporary ac- 
ceptances have so far been given by 
the Administration. These are not final 
codes, but the Administration has 
temporarily accepted certain provi- 
sions of various associations, and I 
understand this Fabricated Metals 
group is one of those. Under this your 
wage rates and hour rates are differ- 
ent from Nema. 

Gentlemen, there is a motion before 
this august gathering. The question 
has been brought up with it as to 
whether or not you may be willing to 
accept the expense of a temporary or- 
ganization whatever it may be. Are 
you ready for the question? 

VOICES: We are. 

MR. SEEGER: I ask for a vote. 
Those in favor, signify by the usual, 
“aye.” 

VOICES: Aye. 

MR. SEEGER: Opposed? 

VOICES: No. 

MR. SEEGER: Will those in favor 
please raise their hands for a count? 
Now, will those opposed do the same? 
Motion lost. 


Resume of Meetings 


MR. LINDSAY: I would like to 
make a suggestion, if the net result 
of that motion is the disbanding of 
this attempted organization. 

MR. SEEGER: It is. 

MR. LINDSAY: That being the case, 
I think it might be well if we entered 
in the record and sent to every man 
who has attended these meetings, a 
brief resume of what has been done, 
stating that a very definite attempt 
was made to form a temporary or- 
ganization under a tentative agree- 
ment with Nema, so that we might 
come under the Nema code. At the 
last meeting we unexpectedly found 
we couldn’t come under Nema. I’d 
like to have something very definite 
that would show that we have worked 
hard on this thing, and have tried to 
form some code, not trying to evade 
our responsibilities, but trying to as- 
sume our responsibilities, that we have 
not wasted time. 

MR. SEEGER: I believe there will 
be such a resume in ELectric Rerric- 
ERATION News, will there not, Mr. Cock- 
rell? 

MR. COCKRELL: There will be. 

MR. SEEGER: In disbanding this 
group, I will ask the temporary ex- 
ecutive committee to draw up just 
such a letter for publication in ELec- 
TRIC REFRIGERATION NEWS, and we may 
also, if we find it advisable to do so, 
put it in letter form and send it to 
the men who attended the meetings 
we've had. 


Disappointment, Not Displeasure 


MR. KNOBLOCK: Mr. Ruthenburg, 
will the industry that we are serving, 
that is the electrical refrigeration in- 
dustry, be at all displeased with the 
action that we're taking? 

MR. RUTHENBURG: Not by any 
means. I believe it is probably very 
logical development. The industry will 
be disappointed, yes, but certainly not 
displeased. 

MR. SEEGER: Also before actually 
disbanding, I’d like to express to Mr. 
Ruthenburg and through him to the 
Refrigeration Division of Nema, our 
sincere appreciation for their honest 
effort towards getting this group lo- 
cated, regretting that we could not ar- 
rive at the desired result; and to 
ELEcTRIC REFRIGERATION News a lot of 
thanks for all the work they’ve done 
ELeEctTric REFRIGERATION NEws has borne 
the brunt of this temporary organiza- 
tion. 


Help for Individual Companies 


MR. RUTHENBURG: I want to say 
that if the Refrigeration Division of 
Nema can be of assistance to indi- 
vidual manufacturers, we will be very 
happy to serve you. 

MR. KNOBLOCK: I move we ad- 
journ. 

VOICE: Second the motion. 

MR. ANSTED: Mr. Ruthenburg, 
couldn’t we join Nema as individual 
companies? 

MR. RUTHENBURG: No 

MR. SEEGER: The meeting is ad- 
journed. 
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COSGROVE REPORTS 
ON 6-MONTHS SALES 


NEW YORK CITY — During the 
first six months of 1933, refrigeration 
sales accounted for almost 20 per cent 
of the total business of the Westing- 
house Electric & Mfg. Co., said R. C. 
Cosgrove, Westinghouse refrigeration 
division manager, in an address before 
200 Westinghouse jobbers, employes, 
and executives who met Aug. 21, 22, 
and 23 at the Hotel Pennsylvania to 
discuss “how and where to get more 
business” under the NRA. 

Another meeting for further discus- 
sion of distribution problems was held 
Aug. 28 to 30 in Chicago under the 
direction of Vice President N. G. Sy- 
monds and other Westinghouse sales 
executives. 

“Orders received in April, May, June, 
and July averaged twice the volume 
of refrigeration business for the cor- 
responding months of the previous 
year, Mr. Cosgrove reported. June was 
the high month, when approximately 
20,000 refrigerators were sold. 

“In June this year, orders booked 
were two and one-half times the num- 
ber booked during the first 10 months 
of 1930—first year Westinghouse en- 
tered the refrigeration business,” he 
said. 

“Our factories in Mansfield and 
Springfield (Mass.) are now running 
at full capacity; in both places addi- 
tional workers have been placed on 
the payroll. Part of this advance in 
employment is due to the NRA, but 
much of it is due to the continuing 
volume of our refrigeration business.” 

At the same meeting, Mr. Symonds 
said in his opening address, “We must 
realize that with the majority of the 
important industries working under a 
code, and with the price problem rele- 
gated to the background as a problem 
of sales, we must view our prospective 
customer from a different angle. 

“It is extremely important to re- 
member, however, that regardless of 
how the NRA activity may affect busi- 
ness practices, it will not destroy hu- 
man nature in the customer. Conse- 
quently, every prospective purchaser 
will be trying to strike a bargain as 
in the past. This means our selling 
job must be just that much better.” 


G-E CONCERN SPONSORS 
HOUSEWIVES CONVENTION’ 


SOUTH BEND, Ind.—Hundreds of 
housewives of this city have registered 
for the “Housewives Convention,” a 
new radio feature which is sponsored 
by H. G. Bogart Co., General Electric 
distributor, in cooperation with other 
local concerns, relates Edwina Nolan, 
director of home service for the spe- 
cialty appliance sales department of 
General Electric Co. 

The program, now under way, in- 
cludes 38 half-hour broadcasts from 
10 to 10:30 a. m. each morning, except 
Saturdays and Sundays. The local 
radio audince listening to the broad- 
cast is estimated at 27,000 persons. 

In charge of the program is Mrs. 
George O. Thurn, an experienced home 
economist. In the broadcasts, the 
George Wyman department store in 
South Bend, Bogart resale operation, 
is given prominent mention and G-E 
appliances are boosted.

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MANUAL DISCUSSES 
SALES APPROACHES 


(Editor’s Note: This is the third of 
a series of reviews of Norge Corp.’s 
new sales education manuals prepared 
for the company’s dealers and sales- 
men by James A. Sterling, advertising 
and sales promotion manager.) 


By Elston D. Herron 

Do’s and don’t of approaches on the 
sales floor are summed up in “Prin- 
ciples and Principals,” third of the 
Norge manuals. Written as a con- 
versation between Red Morton, one of 
Old Crombie’s ace managers, and Mrs. 
Morton, the booklet reveals and an- 
alyzes a woman’s reactions to sales in- 
troductions of several types. 

An approach, reads Morton from a 
bulletin, should justify the salesman’s 
presence, make both the salesman and 
the prospect at ease, and create a 
natural opening for the start of the 
real selling talk. 

The approach is important, the 
reader is told, because a salesman may 
be crammed with facts about his prod- 
uct and yet make such a weak ap- 
proach that he will never have the 
opportunity of presenting those facts. 
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“The wrong approach is almost cer- 
tain to bring up an objection in the 
mind of the prospect. This immedi- 
ately starts an argument right where 
the salesman should be swinging in- 
to selling. A prospect will use 
poor approaches to bring up objec- 
tions, becatse if she had no excuse 
for not buying, she would already have 
bought,” Red tells his wife. 

Pointing out the characteristics of 
an A-1 approach the bulletin advises: 
“An approach must be used which 
doesn’t give the prospect an opportun- 
ity to voice her objection immediate- 
ly,” and then sets down three rules for 
beginning a sales presentation. 

The rules: 1. Never ask a leading 
question of the woman, nor infer a 
question which gives her an oppor- 
tunity to state her position or raise 
her objection. 2. Promise at the very 
outset to tell her what she really wants 
to hear. 3. Make the approach smooth, 
and do not let it antagonize the pros- 
pect. 

No clear-thinking salesman should 
ever complain about a prospect’s ob- 
jections to buying, Red observes. “If 
it weren’t for these objections that a 
lot of our salesmen kick about, there 
wouldn’t be any selling jobs.” 

Author Sterling then swings his 
booklet over to a discussion of ap- 
proaches other than the direct type 

the ‘“storyette’ approach, and the 
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not alone a great volume

parallel approach. 

The storyette approach is for use 
with those “gun-shy” prospects who 
might be so affected by a direct ap- 
proach that succeeding sales efforts 
would be completely blocked by the 
prospect’s frame of mind, Red Morton 
explains. 

With the storyette, the prospect is 
approached indirectly with a story of 
what happened in the case of another 
specific prospect. Parallel approaches 
are similar in most respects to the 
storyette, but in them, no name of the 
previous prospect or customer is used. 

Says Red: “The parallel method has 
tremendous advantages with buyers 
who are scared to death of sellers. It 
is easy. It is conversational, and it per- 
mits selling to be continued with the 
same method, almost up to the close, 
if desired.” 

Near the close of the book, the point 
is again emphasized that proper ap- 
proaches are all-important in effective- 
ly leading up to a start of the real 
selling procedure. The manual’s way 
of asserting this follows: 

“This selling start should never be 
made until the human relationship is 
right... There are two minds in every 
sales case, and the salesman is simply 
shouting down an empty well unless 
the other mind is listening with some 
interest and a touch of sympathetic 
understanding.”

Reviving An Idea 


CTION of the National Electrical Manufac- 

turers Association in rejecting the bid of 
the suppliers of parts, materials, and accessories 
to the refrigeration industry for membership in 
Nema as a division has reopened the question of 
uniting the entire refrigeration industry in an 
association of its own. 


For some years this question has been raised 
periodically. Some observers accepted it as an 
eventuality, a development which would un- 
doubtedly take place when the industry had 
attained sufficient stature and hegemony to 
justify the existence of an all-embracing industry 
association. 


With the coming of NRA, and the subsequent 
acceleration and aggrandizement of the associa- 
tion idea, those who cherished the belief that 
some day there would be an all-industry associa- 
tion sat up and began to expect some action 
toward the consummation of previous scattered 
desires for such a body. 


Tying Up With Nema 


But soon it became apparent that Nema had 
the situation well in hand, and that the best 
interests of individual makers of refrigeration 
equipment would be served by tying up with this 
strong group of electric refrigeration manu- 
facturers. 


General Johnson had issued the edict that the 
NRA administration would deal with a few large 
associations rather than with many small ones. 
As one of the recognized large associations, and 
as a leader in the movement, the National Elec- 
trical Manufacturers Association seemed to have 
the inside track. For refrigeration manufacturers 
outside the Nema pale, the simplest solution to 
the problem of getting under the NRA wing was 
to join Nema. 


Manufacturers of parts and materials which 
are utilized in the making of electric refrigera- 
tion equipment thought so, too. Summoned 
rather hastily to meetings in Detroit, and or- 
ganized even more hurriedly, they sought mem- 
bership as a separate division of Nema. Their 
application was denied. 


All-Industry Association Again Favored 


Thus orphaned, this heterogeneous assort- 
ment of manufacturers of insulation, valves, con- 
trols, cabinets, seals, coils, hardware, etc., must 
now seek connection with whatever lumber, 
metal trades, and other associations which may 
see fit to shelter them—for all the world like a 
new brood of kittens for which homes must be 
sought among neighbors, relatives, and friends. 


At their Detroit meeting last week a definite 
renewal of sentiment for an all-industry refriger- 
ation association was expressed. Nema, it was 
felt, had crossed the Rubicon. Of its own choos- 
ing it had cast the die against absorbing the 
refrigeration industry. And the manufacturers 
thus cut loose have begun thinking about an 
association for themselves which might ulti- 
mately embrace even the manufacturers of com- 
plete household refrigerators, commercial equip- 
ment, and industrial refrigerating machinery. 


In existence today are the Refrigerating 
Machinery Manufacturers Association (indus- 
trial equipment), the Commercial Refrigerator 
Manufacturers Association, the National Refrig- 
erator Association, the National Beverage Dis- 
pensing Equipment Manufacturers Association, 
and the Extended Surface Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. That these bodies might be welded into 
a nucleus for a larger, all-inclusive organization 
is not considered beyond the range of possi- 
bilities. 


Refrigeration Industry Becomes Important 


Largely because of the success of household 
electric refrigeration in defying the depression, 
and because of its sensational rise during the 
last decade, the refrigeration business has 
achieved distinction and importance, and has 
become recognized as a major industry. Its right 
to organize as a self-sufficient entity probably 
would be questioned by few. 


A recent NRA bulletin lists the following 
associations as having submitted codes: 

National Association of Women’s Belt Manufacturers, 
National Association of Leather Glove Manufacturers, 
National Association of Cotton Cloth Glove Manufacturers, 
Art Needlework Association, National Baby Chick Associa- 
tion, International Association of Blue Print & Allied 
Industries, Bobbed and Regular Hair Pin Industry, Button 
Merchants Association of America, Candle Manufacturers 
Association, National Crepe Paper Association, Flavoring 
Extract Manufacturers Association of the United States, 
Hand Chain Hoist Institute, National Wholesale Lobster 
Dealers Association, National Mop and Polish Manufac- 
turers Association, National Association of Mop Stick 
Manufacturers, Oyster Shell Crushers Association, National 
Pecan Shellers Association, Slide Fastener Manufacturers 
Association of America, National Association of Wood Heel 
Manufacturers, and American Fiber and Metal Work 
Clothing Button Manufacturers Bureau. 

Is not the refrigeration industry at least 
equally important? 

When the household refrigeration business 
was still in pretty much of a mess, and when its 
manufacturers were trying so hard to get a toe- 
hold, the welcoming arms of Nema looked mighty 
good. The resources of this old established 
organization became available to the industrial 
youngsters attempting to acquire permanence 
and stability. And the excellent legal talent 
retained by Nema, talent especially capable in 
steering the electrical industry clear of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act shoals, was placed at 
the service of the refrigeration division. 


Need for Special Service 


Today the need for the relatively high-priced 
services and protection of Nema do not seem so 
apparent to some manufacturers. The refrigera- 
tion business has arrived at a position of power 
and dignity and a place in the sun. Moreover; 
the anti-trust laws have been, for the moment at 
least, submerged. And the refrigeration division 
of Nema, itself, has so felt the need for extra 
and more specialized service that it has levied 
extra assessments on its members to set up an 
office in Detroit and retain Louis Ruthenburg, 
formerly the president of a household and com- 
mercial refrigeration manufacturing company, as 
consultant. 


The problems of refrigeration are not alto- 
gether those of a common electrical appliance. 
They are almost as peculiar as they are many, 
and are identified with no other industry. And 
they require special and individualized treatment. 


Furthermore, the industry is growing. Beer 
cooling has appeared suddenly. Air conditioning 
is coming along. Commercial refrigeration is 
developing at a rapid pace. New applications are 
in the offing. And the need for the organization 
of a big, all-inclusive refrigeration association 
some time in the future can be discerned by 
many close to the industry. 


A Development for the Futare 


That such a development is a matter of the 
future and not of the immediate present is, of 
course, not to be questioned. Nobody should be 
so rash as to hint, even, that manufacturers of 
household refrigeration secede from Nema in 
order to help form the new refrigeration associa- 
tion. “It’s in the cards” that they will function 


best under present conditions as a division of a 
“going”’ association. 

But it should be recorded that speculation as | 
to the eventual probability of an all-industry | 
refrigeration body has been revived. Nema, itself, | 
has opened the door (paradoxically) by closing | 
it to the parts and materials group.

It is our purpose to invite other 
manufacturers of refrigeration valves 
and fittings to join our association, 
which has applied to the Fabricated 
Metal Products Federation, Washing- 
ton, D. C., to come under their code 
which has been submitted to the NRA. 
It is our understanding that the Fab- 
ricated Metal Products Federation has 
been unofficially sponsored by the 
NRA to take in a great many con- 
cerns and trade associations fabricat- 
ing metal products from mill products 
such as brass and steel bars, etc., 
when converted into screw machine 
products, valves, valve forgings, and 
such parts made from bar stock or 
sheet as produced by the brass and 
steel mills. 

It is quite possible that you will 
have inquiries from some of our com- 
petitors, unknown at this moment to 
us, inquiring where they belong under 
the NRA code. The Refrigeration 
Valves and Fittings Association, com- 
posed of the above concerns, have 
asked the writer to represent them in 
making contact with the NRA and 
the Fabricated Metal Products Feder- 
ation, and to be their authorized repre- 
sentative to act in their behalf. 

Kerotest Mfg. Co. have also sub- 
scribed to the code of the Valve & 
Fittings Institute, which is made up 
principally of the manufacturers of 
the likes of gate and globe valves, of 
steel, iron and brass, but which the 
Refrigeration Valves & Fittings Asso- 
ciation as composed of the above five 
members, thought too broad in its 
scope to cover the manufacture and 


sale of refrigeration valves and 
fittings.

During the month of August, Tim- 
ken Silent Automatic signed the Presi- 
dent’s Reemployment Agreement as 
a temporary means of cooperating 
with the National Recovery Adminis- 
tration, pending acceptance of the Oil 
Burner Association Code of Fair Com- 
petition. All of our operations are now 
being carried out in accordance with 
that agreement. 

You will perhaps be interested in 
the window display poster we are send- 
ing under separate cover which re- 
prints an open letter addressed to our 
organization on Nov. 9, 1932, imme- 
diately following the Presidential elec- 
tion. This letter urged every member 
of the Timken Silent Automatic or- 
ganization to forget political differ- 
ences and unitedly support the Presi- 
dent and the new administration in all 
of their policies. 

We sent these window display post- 
ers to all of our branches and dealer 
outlets with the suggestion that they 
display the N. R. A. insignia in the 
blank space at the left as a means of 
showing that our cooperation with the 
President and his policies was not 
forced in 1933, but was expressed vol- 
untarily in 1932. 

In addition to regulating hours of 
employment and compensation under 
the labor provisions of the Reemploy- 
ment Agreement, we are voluntarily 
offering our salesmen (who work on a 
commission basis) a 25% bonus for 
the month of September. Coming at 
the height of the oil burner selling 
season when commission earnings are 
naturally at their highest level, this 
increase is contingent only upon the 
salesman securing his expected quota 
of sales. 

While August sales figures will not 
be available for several days, indica- 
tions point to a considerable increase 
over 1932 sales, continuing the in- 
creases experienced in June and July 
over 1932 sales for those months. Like- 
wise field reports from important op- 
erating territories indicate that Sep- 
tember will again show an increase 
over the previous year, and it is ex- 
pected that peak season business will 
follow the trend of other important 
industries by showing a much higher 
peak than is usual, due to the fact 
that buyers in 1933 have appeared in 


large numbers at the time when the 
product became seasonable.

Wholesalers Defined 


To effectuate the policy of Title I of 
the National Industrial Recovery Act, 
the following provisions are established 
as a national Recovery Code for the 
Electrical Wholesaling industry: 

I. DEFINITIONS 

(a) For the purposes of determin- 
ing the application of this code the 
term “Electrical Wholesaling indus- 
try” as used herein is defined to mean 
the selling of electrical commodities 
by a person, firm or corporation, per- 
forming the functions hereinafter men- 
tioned and a portion of whose sales 
are made at wholesale to dealers for 
resale; to electrical contractors; to 
steam and electric railroads; to steam- 
ship companies; to Federal and State 
Governments and Municipalities and 
sub-divisions thereof; to public utili- 
ties; to industrial companies which 
have electrical maintenance depart- 
ments, and to manufacturers requir- 
ing electrical materials in the fabrica- 
tion of their products. 


Electric 


Required Functions 


Provided, however, such person, firm 
or corporation performs several or all 
of the following functions: 

1—Maintains and warehouses an 

adequate stock of standard elec- 
trical commodities sufficient to 
supply the trade. 
2—Maintains a showroom to proper- 
ly display commodities for the 
benefit of the trade. 

3—Maintains delivery service and 
facilities for pick-up service. 

4—Maintains a selling organization 
trained to promote, specify and 
quote on electrical commodities, 
and to properly handle matters 
of service or misunderstanding 
with customers. 

5—Distributes catalogs showing and 

describing the most essential 
items in common use in the in- 
dustry. 

6—Extends justified credit to the 
buyers within his territory upon 
reasonable terms. . 

The term “Wholesaler” as used 
herein is defined to mean a person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the 
Electrical Wholesaling industry as 
hereinbefore defined in subsection (a) 
hereof. 

(c) The term “Industry Commis- 
sion” as used herein is defined to mean 
the person or persons authorized by 
National Electrical Wholesalers Asso- 
ciation to assist in enforcing the pro- 
visions of this Code by wholesalers 
in a trading area or district. 


(b) 


Labor Provisions 


IT. 

As required by Section 7 (a) of 
Title I of the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act, the following provisions 
are conditions of this Code: 


“(1) That employees shall have the 
right to organize and bargain collec- 
tively through representatives of their 
own choosing, and shall be free from 
the interference, restraint, or coercion 
of employers of labor, or their agents, 
in the designation of such representa- 
tives or in self-organization or in other 
concerted activities for the purpose of 
collective bargaining or other mutual 
aid or protection; (2) that no em- 
ployee and no one seeking employ- 
ment shall be required as a condition 
of employment to join any company 
union or to refrain from joining, or- 
ganizing, or assisting alabor organiza- 
tion of his own choosing; and (3) that 
employers shall comply with the maxi- 
mum hours of labor, minimum rates 
of pay, and other conditions of em- 
ployment approved or preseribed by 
a President.” 


(a) On and after the effective date 


of this Code, the places of business 
of wholesalers shall not be open for 
business before 7:00 A. M. or after 
6:00 P. M. and shall be closed on 
Saturdays and Sundays. 


Hour Regulations 


(b) On and after the effective date 
of this Code all employees except 
such employees as are hereinafter 
enumerated shall be employed not 
more than 40 hours per week; pro- 
vided, however that tnese limitations 


as to hours of employment shail not | 


apply when emergency, seasonal ae- 
mand or inventory require more than 
40 hours of work per week, in such 
cases such number of hours may be 
worked as are required by the neces- 
sities of the situation, but at the end 
of each calendar month, every whole- 
saler shall report to the Executive 
Committeeof National Electrical Whole- 
salers Association, in such detail as 
may be required, the number of man 
hours worked in that month on ac- 
count of seasonal demand or inven- 
tory, and the ratio which said man 
hours bears to the total number of 
man hours during said month; pro- 
vided, that the foregoing provisions 
shall not apply: 

1—to executives and administrative 

employees who receive more than 
$35.00 per week, and to outside 
salesmen. 

2—to employees engaged 

gency maintenance and 
work and watchmen. 
3—to teamsters and chauffeurs in 
the event that there be any other 
code which directly governs such em- 
ployees. 

(c) On and after the effective date 
of this Code, wholesalers shall not 
employ any person under the age of 
sixteen years.

Minimum Wage Stipulations 


(d) On and after the effective date 
of this Code, the minimum wage paid 
to employees shall be $15.00 per week 
in any city of over 500,000 population, 
or in the immediate trade area of 
such city; $14.50 per week in any city 
of between 250,000 and 500,000 popu- 
lation, or in the immediate trade area 
of such city; $14.00 per week in any 
city of between 2,500 and 250,000 or 
in the immediate trade area of such 
city and in towns of less than 2,500 
population $12.00 per week. 

The foregoing provisions respecting 
minimum wages shall not apply, how- 
ever, to office and errand boys and 
file clerks whose salaries shall not ex- 
ceed 10% of the total payroll and to 
whom a minimum wage per week of 
not less than 80% of the minimum 
wages hereinabove provided shall be 
paid. (The population of any town or 
city shall be computed on the basis 
of the United States census for the 
year 1930). 


Selling Prices Regulated 


IV. 

(a) Sales prices of wholesalers shall 
not be less than the current published 
market wholesalers’ cost of the par- 
t‘cular merchandise to become effec- 
tive upon the publication of such cost, 
plus the cost of distribution. (The cost 
of distribution shall include those ele- 


ments of cost as used by the U. S 
Department of Commerce in a study 
of the cost of distribution in this in- 
dustry, and as are set forth in Article 
XI hereof.); provided that nothing in 
this Code shall be construed to pre- 
vent any wholesaler from selling at 
prices equal to the currently estab- 


lished prices of a competitor on prod- 
ucts of equivalent design, character, 
quality and specification; and _ pro- 
vided, further, that when a _ whole- 
saler in good faith deems it necessary 
to liquidate surplus, slow-moving or 
obsolete merchandise and proposes to 
offer such merchandise for sale at 
prices less than the lawful prices there- 
for, such wholesaler shall file, one 
week before the offering thereof, with 
the Industry Commission in the dis- 
trict in which he is located a state- 
ment showing the quantities, minimum 
acceptable prices and a description of 
the merchandise to be so offered and 
the reason for such liquidation. Dur- 
ing such liquidation, stocks of such 
merchandise shall not be increased, 
and all invoices for such merchandise 
shall carry the following wording 
“Special prices on account of 
overstock.” 


On the ist and 15th of each month 
thereafter he shall file with. the In- 
dustry Commission a report showing 
current sales of such merchandise and 
the remaining quantities on hand to 
be liquidated. 

(b) The quoting, selling or billing 
by wholesalers of electrical comrodi- 
ties at prices less than the prices in 
currently published suggested resale 
schedules of manufacturers is an un- 
fair method of competition; provided, 
however, that the prices contained in 
such schedules are not less than the 
prices as defined in Article IV (a) 
hereof, in which event the provisions 
of Article ITV (a) shall be applicable. 


IS SUBMITTED

Ali quotations shall be itemized and 
under no circumstances shall a lump 
sum, other than the sum tofal of all 
items, be submitted, and where so sub- 
mitted, the price of each item shall 
be indicated. 

VI. 

(a) Wholesalers shall not give a dis- 
count for cash greater than the per- 
centage of discount offered by the 
manufacturer of the products invoiced, 
and no discount shall be allowed on 
accounts remaining unpaid af er the 
10th of the month following the date 
of shipment. Terms for net sales 
should not exceed 30 days from the 
day of shipment. 

(b) No extra discount for anticipa- 
tion of payment shall be allowed. 

(c) No cash discount shall be al- 
lowed where payment of an invoice 
is made by warrant, note or trade ac- 
ceptance, or where there is an un- 
paid balance due, unless such balance 
is due to and confined to items in 
dispute. 


Conditional Sales Banned 


VII 

Wholesalers shall not consign mer- 
chandise nor make conditional sales 
thereof to the trade, excepting where 
it is the universally practiced policy 
of this industry, as in the case of 
the distribution of Mazda lamps. 
VIII. 

It shall be deemed an unfair method 
of competition for a wholesaler in 
selling an electrical commodity to per- 
mit or allow the manufacturer there- 
of to absorb directly or indirectly any 
of the costs of distributing such com- 
modity as are normally absorbed in 
distributing electrical commodities by 
one performing the wholesale function. 
IX. 

A service charge of not less than 
10% shall be made on all returned 


merchandise when the return is ac- 
ceptable to the wholesaler and is made 
within nine months after shipment 
except where the manufacturer or 
wholesaler is at fault. 


Unfair Practices Defined 


X. UNFAIR TRADE PRACTICES— 

The following are declared to be un- 
fair trade methods of competition in 
the industry: 
1.—Misrepresentation 

The making or causing or per- 
mitting to be made or published any 
false, untrue, or deceptive statement 
by way of advertisement or otherwise 
concerning the grade, quality, quan- 
tity, substance, character, nature, or- 
igin, size, or preparation of any prod- 
uct of the industry. 
2.—Inducing Breach of Contract 

Wilfully inducing or attempting to 
induce the breach of existing contracts 
between competitors and their cus- 
tomers by any false or deceptive 
means whatsoever, or interfering with 
or obstructing the performance of any 
such contractual duties or services by 
any such means. 
3.— Defamation 

The defamation of competitors by 
falsely imputing to them dishonorable 
conduct, inability to perform contracts, 
questionable credit standing, or by 
other false representations, or the false 
disparagement of the grade or quali- 
ty of their goods. 
4.—Commercial Bribery 

Directly or indirectly to give or per- 
mit to be given or offer to give money 
or anything of value to agents, em- 
ployees, or representatives, or cus- 
tomers or prospective customers or to 
agents, employees, or representatives 
of competitors’ customers or prospec- 
tive customers, as an inducement to 
influence their employers or principals 
to purchase or contract to purchase

6.—Enticing Employees 

Wilfully enticing away the employ- 
ees of competitors with the purpose 
and effect of unduly hampering, in- 
juring, or embarassing competitors 
in their business. 
7.—Espionage 

Securing information from competi- 
tors concerning their business by false 
or misleading statements or represen- 
tations or by false impersonations of 
one in authority. 
8._-Defacing Merchandise 

The distribution and sale of any 
electrical supplies from which the 
name plate, serial number or other 
identifying mark of the manufacturer 
has been effaced or removed. 
9.—False Invoices 

Withholding from or inserting in 
the invoice statements which make 
the invoice a false record, wholly or 
in part, or the transaction represented 
on the face thereof. 
10.—Advertising Matter 

In cases where a manufacturer 
through the medium of the wholesaler 
makes a charge for advertising mat- 
ter and/or premiums of any rature to 
the dealer, the absorption by the 
wnolesaler of such a charge.

Presidential Modification 


XII. 

In accordance with the provisions 
of Section 10 (b) of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act, the President 
may from time to time cancel or modi- 
fy any order, approval, license, rule 
or regulation issued under Title I of 
the National Industrial Recovery Act. 

Such of the provisions of this Code 
as are not required by the National 
Industrial Recovery Act to be included 
herein may, with the approval of the 
President of the United States, be 
modified or eliminated as changed cir- 
cumstances or experience may indi- 
cate. This Code is intended to be a 
basic Code for the Electrical Whole- 
saling industry, and study of the trade 
practices of wholesalers will be con- 
ducted by the Executive Committee 
of the National Electrical Wholesalers 
Association, with the intention of sub- 
mitting from time to time additions 
to this Code, applicable to all Whole- 
salers. 

XITI. 

Any wholesaler may participate in 
this Code and any revisions or addi- 
tions thereto and receive the benefits 
thereof by accepting the proper pro 
rata share in the cost and responsi- 
bility of creating and administering it, 
either by becoming a member of Na- 
tional Electrical Wholesalers Associa- 
tion, or by paying to it an amount 
equal to the dues from time to time 


provided to be paid by a member in 
like situation of National Electrical 
Wholesalers Association. 


Industry Commission 


XIV. 

In each of the recognized electrical 
wholesale trading areas (now 42) in 
the United States, as may be de- 
termined by the Association, there 
shall be an Industry Commission to 
consist of a Chairman and not more 
than four other members, all of whom 
shall be appointed by authority of the 
Executive Committee of National Elec- 
trical Wholesalers Association. 


A formal complaint that the pro- 
visions of this Code have been violated 
by any wholesaler shall be made to the 
National Electrical Wholesalers Asso- 
ciation through the local Industry 
Commission. 

The Industry Commission under the 
authority of the Executive Committee 
of National] Electrical Wholesalers As- 
sociation shall investigate or cause to 
be investigated the facts, and to that 
end may cause such examination or 
audit to be made as may be deemed 
necessary. Formal charges of a viola- 
tion of this Code shall be lodged with 
the National Recovery Administration 
by the local Industry Commission 
through the headquarters offices of 
National Wholesalers Association. 


Sales Reports Required 


XV. 

With a view to keeping the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the Ad- 
ministrator informed as to the ob- 
servance or non-observance of this 
Code and as to whether the Electrical 
Wholesaling industry is taking appro- 
priate steps to effectuate in all re- 
respects the declared policy of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act, each 
wholesaler shall prepare and file with 
the National Electrical Wholesalers 
Association, at such times and in such 
manner as may be prescribed, report 
of sales of electrical commodities in 
dollars, number of persons employed, 
wage rates, hours of work, and such 
other similar statistical data as the 
Executive Committee of the National 
Electrical Wholesalers Association may 
from time to time require. 

The Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Electrical Wholesalers Associa- 
tion may require, in such manner and 
at such times as it may direct, all 
wholesalers in a particular trading 
area to file their price lists with the 
National Electrical Wholesalers Asso- 
ciation or the Industry Commission 
for such area, 

Except as otherwise provided in Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act all sta- 
tistical data filed in accordance with 
provisions of Article V shall be con- 
fidential, and the data of one whole- 
saler shall not be revealed to any 
other wholesaler. 

XVI. 

If any wholesaler is also engaged 
in any other Industry, the provisions 
of this Code shall apply to and affect 
only that part of his business which 
is included in the Electrical Wholesal- 
ing industry.

for the Insulation Board Industry 
heretofore submitted: 

“The maximum hours of labor for 
any accountant, clerical, officer, serv- 
ice, or sales employes (excepting out 
side salesmen) in any office or depart- 
ment, shall not exceed an average of 
over 40 hours per week over any 
eight weeks’ period. 


Hour Provisions 


“The maximum hours of labor for 
any employe in any mill or factory of 
the Insulation Board Industry shall 


not exceed 40 hours per week, except | 


that during peak production periods 
and emergencies and maximum hours 
of labor for any such employe may be 
increased to but shall not exceed 48 
hours in any one week, provided, how- 
ever, that the hours of labor for any 
such employe in any mill or factory of 
the industry shall not exceed an aver- 
age of 40 hours per week over any 
period of three months. 


Executives Excluded 

“The maximum hours fixed in the 
foregoing paragraphs shall not apply 
to employes in a managerial or execu- 
tive capacity who receive more than 
$35 per week; nor to watchmen; nor 
to repair and maintenance crews or 
supervisory staff, but the number of 
employes in such repair and mainten- 
ance crews and supervisory staff shall 
not exceed 10 per cent of the total 


number of employes covered by the | 


foregoing paragraph. 

“The minimum wage for labor em- 
ployed in this industry in the United 
States shall be at the rate of 40 cents 
per hour unless the hourly rate for 
the same class of work on July 15, 
1929, was less than 40 cents per hour, 
in which latter case it shall not be 
less than the hourly rate on July 15, 


1929, and in no event less than 30 cents 


per hour.”

PROPER COOLING OF 
BEER IS EMPHASIZED 


BY HEALTH OFFICIAL 


MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 1.—-No brew- 
er can afford to have his beer im- 
properly dispensed in restaurants, ho- 
tels or bars and mechanical refrigera- 
tion offers him product quality insur- 
ance, Dr. F. E. Harrington, commis- 
sioner of health of Minneapolis, told 
250 guests of Frigidaire Corp. at a 
beer cooling demonstration meeting in 
the Nicollet hotel here. 

The meeting was under the chair- 
manship of C. J. Bachman, Twin Cities 
district manager for Frigidaire. W. D. 
McElhinny, manager of the commerc- 
ial division, C. E. Quigley, manager of 
the beer cooling division, and John B. 
Breen, commercial sales promotion 
manager, all of Frigidaire’s headquar- 
ters staff, participated in the meeting. 
Walter Seeger of the Seeger Refriger- 
ator Co. also spoke at the meeting.

“Health departments as a rule are | 


not particularly interested in how cold 
beer is when it is served,” Dr. Har- 
rington said, “but they are interested 
in whether beer is served in a sani- 
tary way.” 


Dr. Harrington traced the develop- | 


ment of cooling from the time when 
containers were 
the present period with electrically 
powered beer coolers on the market. 

“Beer must be kept as a perishable 
article,” he said. “Its temperature al- 
ways must be low enough to prevent 
changes in fermentation because fer- 
mentation causes an active slime of 
bacterial growth that makes beer sour 
and bitter. When beer reaches 
state, it is poisonous, because it is 
spoiled. The temperature must be 
around 40° F. and it must be held at 
or below this temperature from the 
time it is brewed until it is served or 
the bacterial and chemical changes 
that are so harmful take place

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 1) 
also informed that Deputy Adminis- 
trator W. L. Allen of the National 
Recovery Administration had _ con- 
curred with this viewpoint. 


“A poll of the representatives was 
taken and it was found that, with the 
exception of three companies, all 
manufacturers represented in the 
meeting were already members of 
some other association or were eligible 
for membership. It appeared, there- 
fore, that the matter of complying 
with the essential provisions of the 
NRA pertaining to hours and wages 
could be met by application of the 
codes of other associations. 


“Considerable time was spent in dis- 
cussing the question as to whether or 
not it was desirable to form an asso- 
ciation to deal with other matters of 
mutual interest to manufacturers of 
electric refrigeration accessories but 
it was decided by vote of those present 
that the need was insufficient at this 
time. Opinion was expressed that such 
an association might be formed at 
some later date. It was, therefore. 
decided to disband the temporary 
association and leave it to the in- 
dividual companies to find their proper 
place among associations already 
established. 

“Regarding the several companies 
which anticipated favorable action by 
Nema and put the provisions of the 
Nema code into effect in their fac- 
tories and offices, your committee can 
only express its regret that the earnest 
efforts of these companies to comply 
with the spirit of the NRA have been 
frustrated temporarily by circum- 
stances which were unforeseen at the 
preliminary meetings. The committee 
also desires to thank others who have 
incurred expense and given of their 
time in this sincere attempt to pro- 
vide a suitable medium for coopera- 
tion with the NRA.”

NEMA DRAFTS CODE 
OF FAIR PRACTICES

of the group was to arrive at an agree- 
ment regarding a section of the code 
dealing with warranties and service 
policies. Basic differences in the view- 
points of the manufacturers of sealed 
and open-type units have long been an 
obstacle to the standardization of war- 
ranties and service policies. Consid- 


erable time was devoted to the discus- . 


sion of this subject in an effort to ar- 
rive at a standard which would be ac- 
ceptable to all members, the principal 
objective being a standard which 
would avoid any confusion in the mind 
of the buyer as to the true difference 
between a warranty and a service poli- 


cy. 
Reference to Refrigerants 


Another subject on which difficulty 
was encountered concerned the matter 
of reference to refrigerants in adver- 
tising and sales literature. In this case 
there was a strong desire to make pro- 
vision in the code for regulations 
which would avoid any misconception 
on the part of the public regarding the 
safety hazards of refrigerant gases. 


Attendance at Meeting

Float Valve, Fan Motor, Evaporator Redesigned; 
Heat Exchanger Adopted in ‘Master Series’

MANSFIELD, Ohio—An improved, 
more compact refrigerating mechan- 
ism, and a simplified method of in- 
stalling the refrigeration unit in cabi- 
nets, are chief features of the Master 
Series of hermetic household refrig- 
erators which Westinghouse Electric 
& Mfg. Co. introduced a few weeks 
ago. 

Changes have also been made in the 
cabinet, with adoption of semi-con- 
cealed forged hardware, the “handy 
latch” door opener which opens the 
door by pressure of the knee or finger, 
and fabrication of four sides of the 
cabinet from one piece of sheet steel 
—roller-welded at the rear. 

The design improvements in the new 


from 84 to 116 lbs. of ice melting effect 
per 24 hours, figured with the refrig- 
erator in a 100° room and an evapo- 
rator temperature of 20° F. 

3. Development of a 1/150-hp. fan 
motor which never requires oiling 
after the refrigerator leaves the fac- 
tory. Fig. 2 shows a cross-sectional 
drawing of the motor. Oil in reser- 
voir “A” is fed by capillary action of 
the wicks in the chamber above, to 
the “pump” consisting of a diagonal 
groove in the motor shaft which forces 
the oil up to the front of the bearing.

line may tis grouped as Salton: 

1. Design of a 9%5-lb. refrigeration 
unit (combination of compressor, 
motor, control, condenser, condenser 
fan, float valve, and evaporator) which 
can be installed without removing the 
block of insulation and front panel 
of the cabinet, as was the practice in 
previous Westinghouse household re- 
frigerators. Now the unit is simply 
slipped into the top of the cabinet, the 
control and air baffles fastened in their 
proper places, and electrical connec- 
tions brought out. 

2. Increase in overall efficiency of the 
refrigeration system by 15 per cent, on 
the basis of B.t.u.’s removed per kilo- 
watt-hour. This is due to various re- 
finements in the motor, compressor, 
evaporator, and adoption of a heat 
exchanger, Westinghouse engineers 
state. These changes will be de- 
scribed later in this article.

to enter the front compartment which 
houses the motor windings. 

The fan motor has an external rotor, 
the fan blades being mounted directly 
on the rotor so that no shaft exten- 
sion is employed. The fan sucks cool- 
ing air in through the condenser, and 
forces it across the motor and com- 
pressor. The air stream is then di-

Another development in the Master 
Series is a new float valve. Previous 
high side float systems made by the 
Westinghouse company used a float 
with the conventional needle and seat, 
operative by a short lever connected 
to a float ball. The lever, needle, and 
accurately machined seat have been 
eliminated in the new design of float 
as illustrated in Fig. 3. 

The need.e has been replaced by a 
small steel dise which slides across 
a steel face with a small hole, accord- 
ing to the level of liquid refrigerant in 
the float housing. The disc is kept 
tight over the refrigerant feed hole 
by a spring steel member. 


The new float assembly is consider- | 


ably smaller than its predecessor, and 
is recessed or imbedded in the piece 
of board fibre insulation which sepa-

rates the condensing unit from the 
evaporator (see Fig. 1). Thus the 
lower half of the float valve, in which 
the refrigerant exists as a liquid, is 
insulated from the comparatively high 
temperatures of the compressor com- 
partment. 

The purge valve at the top of the 
float housing is now soldered, so that 
the system is completely hermetic. 
This connection may be unsoldered in 
the field, and a pressure gauge at- 
tached to test operation of the system 
or purge non-condensable gases. 

Just as with previous high s‘de 
floats, the new float may be opened by 
an electrical lifting magnet applied 
outside the float housing. 

Replacing the several circular metal 
fins which were fastened to the suc- 
tion line of last year’s models to ab- 
sorb enough heat to prevent condensa- 
tion in the compressor compartment, 
is a new heat exchanger. 

Westinghouse engineers explain that 
this device performs the same func- 
tion as a pre-cooler in a water cooler, 
or a heat exchanger in a commercial 
refrigeration system. This thermal 
device simply exchanges heat from the 
hot liquid line to the cold suction line, 
utilizing the refrigeration effect re- 
maining in the suction line to cool the 
condensed liquid, and at the same 
time preventing condensation of mois- 
ture on the suction line. It consists

of 6-in. vertical lengths of the suction 
and liquid lines soldered together be 
tween the condenser and the float 
valve (see Fig. 1). 

Cooling fins on the new compressor 
are of practically the same shape as 
yn ‘he previous Westinghouse line, but 
are fastened to the drawn compressor 
shell differently. The U-shaped fins 
(see Fig. 4) were previous welded to 
the compressor with the open part of 
the “U” pointed outward. Now the 
fins are spot-welded with the round 
portion outward, eliminating a slight 
hum of the other arrangement, and 
giving a sl.ghtly increased cooling sur 
face 

Internal changes in the compressor 
include a new unloader valve seat, and 
the increase in diameter of the motor’s 
rotor to 6 in., for which Westinghouse 
engineers claim a reduction in iron 
losses 

Another improvement is in the 
method of making copper tubing con- 
nections in the liquid and _ suction 
lines Instead of connecting tubing 
with a silver-soldered butted joint and 
depending upon the joint for mechani- 
cal strength as well as for gas-tight- 
ness, joints are now made by running 
a smaller piece of tubing several 
inches inside a larger piece of tubing, 
the doubled walls of the joint g:ving 
added mechanical strength while the 
soldered connection makes it gas-tight. 

Control of Westinghouse refrigera- 
tors is of the temperature type, utiliz- 
ing a small methyl chloride-charge 
bulb which is attached to the rear of 
the evaporator. The methyl chloride 
expands and contracts according to 
the temperature of the evaporator, 
exerting an increasing or decreasing 
pressure on a metal bellows in the 
control switch proper. 

When the pressure on the bellows 
is suffictent to overcome the tension of 
a spring, the switch contacts are

snapped closed and the compressor 
starts. When sufficient refrigeration 
has been produced to lower the pres- 
sure of the methy!] chloride vapor on 
the bellows below that of the opposing 


spring, the switch opens. 


Tension on the spring is varied by 
the temperature selector which has a 
knob protruding through the front of 
the cabinet. Set at the coldest point, 
the machine runs continuously. When 
the control is turned for higher tem- 
peratures, the tension of the spring 
working against the bellows is_ in- 
creased, requiring more pressure from 
the bulb element to start the system. 
Control settings are made at the fac- 
tory, but are capable of field adjust- 
ment. 

Completing the “Dual-Automatic” 
system of controlling Westinghouse 


refrigerators is the “Built-in Watch- 


man” which consists of a bi-metallic 
thermostatic disc, mounted on the 
motor (see Fig. 1), and connected in 
series with electrical supply line. 

The two metals are welded together, 
the one which expands most quickly 
with heating being on top (see Fig. 5). 
Should the motor begin to overheat 
due to unduly high or low line volt- 
ages, electrical storms, etc., the disc 
will snap upward by action of the 
upper metal which expands faster. 
Then the disc cools and snaps back 
into its normal closed position.

are mounted with four-point suspen- 
sion from the cabinet-top insulation 
which separates the high and low 
sides of the system, instead of the 
goose-neck suspension of the previous 
series. Both are of the flooded type. 

The new evaporators have 32% per 
cent more cooling area, comparative 
areas being 80% and 60% sq. in. In- 
stead of the single top header, the 
new evaporator has a header on each 
side and a cross channel at the bottom 
(see picture on page 19). 

Refrigerant passes are larger, for 
which the designers claim better dis- 
tribution and elimination of gas-bind- 
ing. The new evaporators are wider, 
accommodating two ice cube trays 
across their width.
